the Mackenzie River Contract 

Air Mail Service by the Ca- 
nadian Post Office Department 
was an event of more than ordi- 
nary interest and significance, not 
only for the first flight cover col- 
lector and the aviation enthusiast, 
but also for the great mailing 
public who know little and care 
less how mail gets to its destina- 
tion so long as it takes the least 
possible time and arrives there 
safely. 

The famous route down the 
Athabaska River, Great Slave 
Lake and the great Mackenzie 
River to the Arctic Ocean, has 
long been one of the richest fur- 
trading areas of the world. Ever 
since Alexander Mackenzie discov- 
ered the mighty stream that bears 
his name the trapper and trader 
have reaped a rich harvest in this 
vast area, which the outsider is 
apt to think of as a frozen un- 
productive waste. Vilhjalmar 
Stefanson has done much to en- 
lighten the world as to the real 
conditions in “The Friendly Arc- 
tic,” and the Canadian Air Mail 
Service seems likely to do still 
more. 

Hitherto the mail service to this 
area has been performed in Sum- 
mer by river steamers and ordi- 
nary vehicles. In the Winter 
months many of the places could 
be served only by dog-teams— 
naturally a slow and definitely 
limited means of transporting 
mail matter. Hence the inhabit- 
ants could obtain only letters and 
a few newspapers in Winter, and 
in Summer their mail matter 
reached them none too quickly. 


T ite recent inauguration of 


The sudden transition from 
primitive means of transportation 
to the modern aeroplane has 
brought about a dramatic change 
in conditions. To Aklavik, for 
example, the weight of mail taken 
in by dog-team last Winter was 
only two hundred pounds, whereas 
the first planes in this Winter 
took over one thousand pounds for

Aklavik. The inaugural flights 
were carried out with complete 
success, and over five tons of mail, 
including the accumulation which 
had gathered at Fort McMurray 
during the freeze-up period, were 
moved. 

All Northbound mail sent on the 
initial flights was date-stamped at 


Edmonton on 26th November, 
1929. It went by train from Ed- 
monton to Fort McMurray, but 
was delayed at the latter point 
on account of the unusually late 
freeze-up.

problem. Fort McMurray is an 
outpost of civilization on the 
frontiers of the great North Coun- 
try. The Post Office there is small 
and the facilities are very limited, 
and the enormous quantity of 
philatelic material which poured 
into Edmonton made it apparent 
that it would be an almost im- 
possible task to date-stamp the 
covers at Fort McMurray, as had 
been intended. To have insisted 
upon this would probably have 
been to break down the machinery 
at Fort McMurray and jeopardize 
the success of the whole enter- 
prise, which would have been a 
real tragedy to the people of the 
North. Consequently, in response 
to last-minute representations 
from the District Superintendent 
of Postal Service at Edmonton, 
telegraphic authority was given to 
datestamp the Northbound covers 
at Edmonton, where a larger staff 
and a cancelling machine were 
available. Needless to say, this 
did not alter the fact that all the 
mail in question, including the 
philatelic matter, had to pass 
through Fort McMurray and was 
actually flown between that point 
and the point of destination. 


When the Canadian mail planes 
reached Fort Resolution on De- 
cember 15th on the inaugural 
flights over the Mackenzie River 
air mail route, they brought with 
them an_ unprecedentedly large 
load of mail—450 pounds—for the 
remote outpost of civilization 
known as Fort Rae, on the North- 
ern shore of Great Slave Lake, 
about a hundred and fifty miles 
from everywhere. 

Hitherto mail had been taken 
into Rae by Mounted Police patrol, 
—by dog-team in the Winter 
months. Only letters and a limit- 
ed number of newspapers could be 
taken by this means. The advent 
of the air mail service made it 
possible to send in parcels and 
other miscellaneous matter during 
the Winter months, and the 
amount of mail sent in by the 
first flight to Resolution was more 
than the dog-team patrol could 
earry. The officer in charge of 
the patrol took as much as he 
could, but was obliged to leave

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The Canadian Post Office De- 
partment was anxious to get this 
mail into the addressees’ hands 
before Christmas, if possible. It 
was not their original intention to 
send in any mail to Rae by plane, 
but under the circumstances a spe- 
cial flight was authorized by tele- 
gram, to carry the 150 pounds or 
so of mail at Resolution. This 
flight took place on 13th of Janu- 
ary, 1930. Of the 150 pounds of 
mail carried a small portion con- 
sisted of ordinary correspondence 
addressed to residents of Fort 
Rae and vicinity. The return 
flight to Resolution took place on 
the following day—14th January, 
1930. It is impossible to say ex- 
actly how many covers were con- 
veyed, but there were probably 
not more than two or three hun- 
dred in all, many of which would 
not be preserved, so that the re- 
mainder will undoubtedly be in the 
rarity class. Such flights may be 
exasperating to the ordinary col- 
lector, but they certainly lend in- 
terest to cover collecting. 

Perhaps it is not necessary to 
add that the covers carried on 
these flights bore no special ca- 
chet indicating that they were con- 
veyed by air. 


ACTIVITIES OF BRIDGEPORT,

Inaugurating a new series of en- 
tertaining and instructive feat- 
ures Fred Wieler, President of 
the Bridgeport, Conn., Philatelic 
Club, exhibited his practically 
complete collection of German 
stamps at a recent meeting.

13 colonies. 

Mr. Richardson possesses 450 
varieties of this old time currency 
and also owns a very complete col- 
lection of Continental coins.

PUFFIN STAMPS 





The January 20 issue of Time, 
carries an article that will bear 
investigation by the makers of our 
stamp catalogues and our New Is- 
sue Editors. It speaks of postage 
stamps for Puffin Island. Some 
of our British brethren should do 
a bit of puffin and get some of 
these unique Puffin stamps. 

Here is how Time chronicles 
these queer stamps: 

“Coins denominated the puffin 
and half-puffin — respectively 
worth a British penny and half- 
penny—have just gone into cir- 
culation among the 40 dwellers on 
Lundy Island in the Bristol Chan- 
nel, also called ‘Puffin Island.’ 
Both half and whole puffins bear 
the likeness of Martin Coles Har- 
man, Esq., London merchant, who 
bought Puffin Island in 1925 and 
plays at being its king. On the 
‘tails’ side of a puffin is the head 
of a puffin (sea bird with a par- 
rot-like beak and white cheeks). 
Puffin Islanders also have puffin 
stamps, red and green, in puffin 
and __half-puffin. denominations, 
each having a handsome steel en- 
graving of a puffin perched on a 
rock.” 

All of which leads us to wonder 
how soon “King Spearmint Wrig- 
ley” will issue coins and postage 
stamps for his little bit of para- 
dise in the form of an island off 
the California coast.

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“A NEW ANGLE” 


A. VOWINKEL

Recently there has come a new 
angle to our delightful hobby, I 
refer to the collecting of state 
postmarks on the original covers. 
What a large field this opens to 
the collector—beginning with the 
stampless period and up to 1890. 


As my collection is of the state 
of Ohio, I shall confine my writ- 
ing to that state. The first, as I 
have these covers mounted, is the 
Stampless Cover Section, most in- 
teresting of all, for the reason that 
it contains in most cases original 
letters which dwell in a good many 
instances on the early history of 
the various towns, and then the 
study of the early postal history 


of Ohio is evident from these 
covers which show the various 
rates and changes from time to 
time. 


The next section is the 1847 to 
1857 period, which brings to light 
our first stamps, and as the post- 
mark is the aim, all varieties may 
be found on the 51 and 57 three 
cent stamps. Here, too, we have 
our earliest advertising covers, 
and they-are most interesting and 
add a touch of beauty to a col- 
lection on account of their bright 
colors and pretty embossed de- 
signs. 

The next section 
stamps of 1861 and 1869 is also 
very interesting, as this period 
contains covers in a great measure 
used during the Civil War. Here 
we have the patriotics, prison 
camp postmarks, and many other 
odd cancellations of the time. 


The 1870 to 1890 period is rich 


with the 


in peculiar postmarks such as 
county and post masters’ names 
embodied in the circle, octagon 


and other shapes of the outer line. 
We also have many varieties of 
Killers, stars, shields and other 
designs of many shapes, and in 
various colors. 

All in all the collecting of State 
Postmarks on Original Covers is 
not expensive, as I have bought 
hundreds of covers at from five to 
ten cents, and as stamp plate va- 
rieties are not needful to the state 
collector it is only necessary for 
him to buy clear legible markings 
and these can be found as a rule 
on the lowly two and three cent 
stamps of the period. 


The many varieties of some 
cities in the style of markings 
are evident in Cleveland, Cincin- 
nati and Columbus to a great ex- 
tent. Now is the time to get an 
early start in your state, as the 
supply will narrow as this side 
issue becomes more popular, which 
I prophesy will be in the near fu- 
ture. 
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INTERESTING LETTERS 


The Chicago Tribune is running 
what they call a “contest of Inter- 
esting Letters.” Such a contest is 
one that Stamp Collectors can be- 
come interested in and the Tribune 
is paying $1.00 each day for the 
letter and envelope that they pick 
as the subject for that day. An 
illustration of the envelope that 
carried the letter is printed in the 
Tribune and a small map of the 
locality from which the letter 
came is also printed with an in- 
teresting sketch of the particular 
place from which the letter came. 

Information and clippings re- 
garding this novel contest have 
come from Mr. J. C. Salak and 
from Mr. F. W. Steadman. 

Two of the clippings from Mr. 
Steadman are of particular inter- 


est for the reason that they illus- 
trate envelopes bearing current 
United States postage stamps. 


The illustrations are clear and dis- 
tinct and are clearly in violation 
of the United States laws on this 
subject. One is of the current 2c 
postage stamp and the other of 
a current 2c postage due stamp. 

If the newspapers can _ print 
these pictures, why can not the 
stamp papers do the same? An- 
swer—Because the stamp papers 
are not large and politically pow- 
erful like the newspapers and lack 
the immense capital behind them 
to gain an acquittal should they 
be charged with violating the 
laws. 

We often pray that some gov- 
ernment official file a charge 
against some newspaper for this 
production of pictures of U. S. 
stamps. The trial would be of in- 
terest to every stamp collector and 
personally, we would wager that 
the government would be beaten 
in the case. 


BOOSTING STAMP 
COLLECTING

“Congo Independent State” is a 
elony of Belgium, located in 
Western Africa. It was first rec- 
ognized by the nations of Europe 
in 1885, after a conference at 
Berlin; and its limits were decided 
at the same conference. It lies 
mostly on the left bank of the 
lower Kongo and the Mobangi, 
with an estimated area of 900,000 
square miles. Leopold II, king of 
the Belgians from 1865 to the 
start of the reign of the present 
king, founded the state, and, in 
1889, willed his possessions to 
Belgium. In 1890, he gave Bel- 
gium the right to annex the dis- 
trict after ten years. 

The state is governed by an ad- 
ministrator in Boma and by dif- 
ferent Bureaus in Belgium, all 
under the direct supervision of 
the king of Belgium. 

Congo is a rather popular coun- 
try for Philatelists. A great ma- 
jority of the stamps are large and 
showy, many being in two colors. 
The stamps are mostly moderate 
in price; only sixteen of the ma- 
jor varieties exceed two dollars in 
value, in used condition. However, 
there are several minor varieties, 
and a few rarities, so the special- 
ist can, if he desires, spend a fair 
sum of money. Nevertheless, it 
is possible for the average collect- 
or to obtain a fine representation 
of the adhesives of this country 
for quite little. 

The first issue, which appeared 
in 1886, is quite similar in design 
to the 1875-1878 set of Belgium. 
1894 saw the first issue of two- 
colored picture stamps, in the 5bc., 
10c., 25c., 50c., ilfr., and O5fr. 
values. Two years later, four 
new values were added, the 165c., 
40c., 3fr., 50c., and the 10fr. Pic- 
ture stamps from different sets 
were used exclusively till 1923, at 
which date twelve stamps ap- 
peared with pictures of the na- 
tives of Congo (with the excep- 
tion of the 10fr. design, which 
showed an elephant’s head). From 
1925 till 1927, six values of an 
“animal set’? appeared. 

The first Commemorative set 
issued by Congo was the Stanley 
Commemorative issue of 1928, tall 
stamps portraying the famous ex- 
plorer. The set was composed of 
fifteen values, 5c. to 20fr. 

From 1887 to 1893, Congo made 
use of Parcel Post adhesives, sur- 
charging in blue or black the 
words “COLIS POSTAUX” and 
the new value “Fr. 3.50.” These 
stamps are now quite valuable, 
tebging up to seventy-five dol- 
ars. 


Four values of an airpost set 
appeared in 1920, each in two col- 
ors, with interesting pictures. 

Handsome Semi-Postals and a 
set of postage due stamps com- 
plete the collection of Congo. 


NEW 5 CENT AIR MAIL STAMP 





As a matter of record, the offi- 
cial notice regarding the new 5c 
Air Mail Stamp is published be- 
low. 

Third Assistant 
Postmaster General, 

Washington, January 25, 1930. 

Postmasters and employees of 
the Postal Service are notified that 
the department is about to issue 
a new 5-cent air mail stamp to 


replace the current bicolored 
stamp, issue of 1928. 
The new stamp is the same 


shape and sixe, 75/100 by 1 84/100 
inches, as the current, 10, 15, and 
20 cent airmail stamps and is 
printed in purple. The central de- 
sign is a reproduction of the in- 
signia of an air mail pilot, a globe 
with extended wings on either 
side, with a background of rays 
of light. Upon the globe are the 
words “U. §. Air Mail.” In a hori- 
zontal panel across the top of the 
stamp are the words “United 
States Postage” in white Roman 
letters and at the bottom in an or- 
nate panel is the word “Cents.” 
The white numeral “5” appears 
within circles in both lower cor- 
ners. 

This new air mail stamp will 
first be placed on sale February 
10, 1930, at Washington, D. C., 
and for the benefit of stamp col- 
lectors the stamp will also be 
placed on sale the same date at 
the Philatelic Agency, Division of 
Stamps, Post Office Department. 

Stamp collectors desiring first 
day cancellations of the new 5- 
cent air mail stamp may send a 
limited number of addressed en- 
velopes, not to exceed 25, to the 
Postmaster at Washington, D. C., 
with a remittance to cover the 
value of the stamps required for 
affixing to the covers. 

Central and direct accounting 
postmasters having need for the 
5-cent air mail stamp may draw 
requisition on a SEPARATE 
Form 3201 for an estimated two 
months’ supply. These _ requisi- 
tions will be filled as promptly 
after February 5 as_ production 


will permit.

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All Afghan stamps were imper- 
forate until 1907. 


The 4th anniversary of the Af- 
ghan was celebrated with an issu- 
ance of commemorative postage in 
1923; the issue was misdated the 
5th anniversary. This misdating 
occurred in 1924 and 1925. 


Afghanistan postage when can- 
celled sometimes have a piece of 
the stamp torn or cut out of it. 


Afghan postage stamps, even 
used, are not cheap. The 15 piasa 
value, 1927, is priced at about 30 
cents; but very, very few Afghan 
issues are as inexpensive as that. 


Afghan postage stamps have 
been called classics. 
The Austrian empire issue of 


stamps in 1890 have many errors 
and omission of numerals. 


Some of the postage of 1904 
from Austria appear with yellow 
bars printed across the stamps to 
prevent them being “cleaned” and 
used over again. 


Some of the 1920 Austrian re- 
public stamps were intended not 
only for postage but also for use 
as money. 


The design on the Belgian 1866- 
67 postage is the coat of arms of 
King Leopold II. 


On the Brazilian 1909 postage 
we find the portraits of six men: 


George Washington, Bonifacio, 
San Martin, Hidalgo, O’Higgins, 
Bolivar. 

Brazil postally commemorated 


the republic of 1824 by a com- 
memorative of 1924. 


The Central Lithuanian issue of 
1921 shows King Jagetto and 
Queen Jadwiga after marriage, in 
A. D. 1386.

I have received this letter from 
the National Confectioners Asso- 
ciation, whose offices are at 458 
Fourth Avenue, New York: 

“Dear Mr. Robinson: What is 
your favorite candy flavor? 

“You see it’s like this: Since the 
Postoffice Department put the 
sweet new stickum on _ stamps, 
there has been agitation among 
the nation’s stamp lickers, the of- 
fice boys and stenographers, to 
have the government go a step 
further and flavor it. Their only 
trouble seems to be to find a fla- 
vor that suits all tastes. They 
have turned to the National Con- 
fectioners Association for infor- 
mation; and, alas! the Association 
finds itself a house divided. So 
we turn for advice to some of our 
favorite authors.” (A parenthesis 
here for blushful thanks.) 

“Chocolate is the most popular 
confection. But chocolate is pri- 
marily a food and not a flavor and 
we doubt its practicability as a 
flavoring for postage stamp ad- 
hesives. If a single flavoring were 
to be used, there is no doubt that 
peppermint would suit more peo- 
ple than any other one essence or 
extract. Wintergreen is popular, 
too, and clove of good old memory 
hasn’t lost its usefulness entirely 
.. . Favorites include lemon, or- 
ange, lime, cinnamon, violet... 
licorice . . . Have you any sugges- 
tions ?” 

Yes; I suggest that flavoring be 
omitted. I never lick stamps, my- 
self; we have a stamp-moistener in 
the office. But I can imagine no 
easier way to ruin forevermore 
one’s favorite flavor than to have 
it put in stamp stickum. If pep- 
permint proves to be the most pop- 
ular flavor among office boys and 
stenographers, and the govern- 
ment therefore adopts a pepper- 
mint flavoring for stamps, the re- 
sult will be that in one year’s time 
peppermint will be the least pop- 
ular flavor among those same peo- 
ple. They won’t mind it in the 
stamps, but they will never again 
order peppermint candy. And let 
the confectioners bear this in mind 
—that whatever flavoring it 
chooses for stamps will thereby 
automatically remove itself from 
the list of flavors they can use in 
confections.

COUNTERFEITS Editor Fennel 
AND FAKES of the Ameri- 

can Philatelist 
has jumped upon the lowly coun- 
terfeit stamp as a topic with 
which to fill a few pages.of edi- 
torial space in the worthy paper 
which he edits. For fear that we 
may be mistaken as to our stand 
on this subject let us say here 
and now that we are heartily in 
favor of any plan that will drive 


counterfeits and counterfeiters 
from our midst. 
The whole question, however, 


centers on the method that is to 
be employed, but that is a point 
which Mr. Fennel does not dis- 
cuss. He believes it can be done 
by asking the owner of any coun- 
terfeit stamp to step up front and 
confess, and to willingly mark his 
stamp as a counterfeit. 


Such as they do have in their pos- 
session are probably recognized by 
them as such and they would not 
knowingly sell them to others as 
genuine stamps. The people that

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must be reached are those who 
would not willingly mark their 
stamps as false for it is dealing 
in false stamps that has made 
money for these individuals and 
they can not be expected to come 
up like good little boys and con- 
fess their sins. 

However, the voluntary marking 
of counterfeit stamps by honest 
dealers and collectors will be of 
some assistance, it will prevent 
the sale of these stamps in the fu- 
ture by some unknowing person 
as genuine stamps. We can not 
destroy the counterfeits, for copies 
of them are the best guides for 
the detection of similar pieces. If 
they are to be marked there 
should be a uniform plan worked 
out, a plan that would leave no 
possible chance of removing the 
mark and a plan that would make 
the mark plain enough that any- 
one could understand it. If this 
volunteer movement is to become 
general, the first thing that 
should be done is to prepare a 
number of small rubber stamps 
with wording that would clearly 
convey the meaning of the mark, 
then some ink pads of ink that 
would not clean from the stamps. 
The mark should be at least a half 
inch square so that it could be 
clearly stamped and clearly seen. 
In the case of unused stamps, the 
gum should be removed before ap- 
plying the mark and all stamps so 
marked by these volunteers should 
be marked alike so that we would 
all soon learn the brand of the 
counterfeit. 

One practical way of branding 
some counterfeits would be for 
stamp societies to make it a rule 
of their sales departments that 
counterfeit stamps discovered in 
sales books of members are to be 
marked “counterfeit” by the sales 
superintendent. 

The greatest menace from coun- 
terfeit stamps are the surcharges. 
Speaking with the knowledge of 
a printer who handles types and 
such things I am ready to go on 
record as saying that it would not 
be a difficult matter to counterfeit 
surcharges of stamps in cases 
where the surcharges are type set 
from type in current use in print- 
ing offices throughout the world. 
On the other hand I would as 
quickly say that the “so-called ex- 
pert” could just as readily call a 
genuine type set printed  sur- 
charge a fake. In instances where 
surcharges are type set, it is sel- 
dom that any set rule for meas- 
urement, for spacing or for rela- 
tion of one letter to another in 
the surcharges, will stand a test 
of comparison. In the same in- 
stances where there is more than 
one printing from type set forms, 
even where a printing is started 
on one day and may be finished 
on the following day with a clean- 
ing of the press in between times, 
the exact color or appearance of 
the ink may change so that even

Surcharges by other methods, 
such as from designs made from 
drawings or in any other form 
than from hand set type would be 
more difficult to successfully coun- 
terfeit, yet many of these are so 
crude even in the original issues 
that counterfeiting them so that 
they can not be detected is not 
beyond the possibility. 

One of the safest methods for 
collectors is to avoid any sur- 
charge that sells at a price that 
is extremely high in comparison 
to the same stamp without the 
surcharge. Counterfeit surcharg- 
ing is done for profit and it is 
principally stamps of this class 
that are worked upon.

CONCERNING 
COMMEMORATIVES 


It seems to me, that we modern 
collectors herald the approach of 
a new stamp-issuing country with 
less enthusiasm than the old- 
timers did. Years ago, the ma- 
jority of philatelists welcomed an 
enlarged field of collecting, be- 
cause collections then were so 
nearly complete, as to make fur- 
ther accumulation very hard. 
Nowadays every new issue makes 
completion more impossible, there 
is not even a vague hint of work- 
ing for an ultimate goal. 

Way back when the four “S” 
club was formed (Society for the 
Suppression of Speculative 
Stamps) unnecessary issues were 
given an all-round condemnation. 
Public disapproval was shown ev- 
en for our own country’s Colum- 
bian Issue. Now, the S. S. S. S. 
is no longer heard of. The gen- 
eral attitude has changed. 

Although sets like those Portu- 
gal (and Azores) have been issu- 
ing during the last few years, are 
doing much to prejudice collect- 
ors against commemoratives, a 
single low value stamp, or a short 
set, such as the recent U. S. and 
the Egypt Congresses, recruit 
more and more to our ranks each 


ar. 

Daily the various countries are 
waking up to the fact that a short 
cheap set is best. This was 
shown when, in 1926, Egypt over- 
printed the high values of its Ag- 
riculture Set with lower values. 
However, this overprinting of re- 
mainders is not without faults, as 
it makes the original set, prac- 
tically “out” for the more medium 
collector. 

And even with all this pro and 
con stuff concerning the one 
pound British Postal Union stamp, 
I still persist in saying that com- 
memoratives are beneficial because 
of the philatelic publicity.

N. J., for his invention of the First 
Electric Lamp.” The envelope con- 
tains a copy of the original patent 
papers as issued to Edison. What 
a frontispiece for a collection of 
Edison stamps! 


ANOTHER FREAK SHEET 





News of the freak sheet of cur- 
rent 2c stamps reported by Don 
C. Minick of Toledo, has brought 
word of another similar sheet re- 
ported by Everett G. Emerson of 
Elkhart, Indiana. Mr. Emerson 
describes the sheet as follows: 
“This sheet contains 110 stamps. 
It is the lower left hand sheet of 
the current 2c rotary press print. 
It had been torn down through 
the center and pasted together 
with a strip of gummed tape be- 
fore cutting into sheets of 100. 
Apparently it had been folded be- 
fore cutting and consequently the 
first row of stamps in the sheet 
to the right was added to this 
sheet including the narrow cut- 
ting margin between the two 
panes. The sheet was marked with 
a blue pencil on the back but was 
not taken out and destroyed. I 
expect the sheet on the right was 
minus a row of ten stamps.”
